Boys Put CCC, 
on the Griddle 


Louisiana Boys 
Want Cane Syrup 
— Not Maple

WASHINGTON- The Civilian Con- 


servation Corps has been on the grid- 
dle—not put there by any politicians 
but by the boys themselves. 


What got the corps into the frying 


pan in the first place and how it 
got out of it without stepping into 
the fire Is a thumbnail American 
saga. 


It all started because youngsters 


without jobs were thick in some sec- 
tions of the country (the Enst and 
South particularly); and jobs without 
youngsters were thick in other sec- 
tions (the West and Northwest parti- 
cularly). Since the jobs In the west- 
ern forests, parks and on the Voads 
couldn't be brought enst and south, 
the boys in the East and South had 
to be sent west. 
* 


So what happened? From that land 


of milk and 
honey that 
stretches 


from Vancouver to Snn Diego there 
went up the darnedest rebel yell 
you ever henrd. 


"This chow is terrible!" the boys 


chanted. "Wa can't eat this slum!" 


The boys from the South bellow- 


ed we want grits and gravy. The boys 
from New Mexico and parts of Texas 
had to have chili and beans. Some of 
the eastern boys screamed for spag- 
hetti and meat balls. 


The boys from Louisiana wanted 


cane syrup—to heck with that juice 
from 
the maple trees. Vermonlcrs 


wouldn't eat sorghum. To youth from 
the cow states lamb chops at 15 cents 
apiece were just "goat meat." When 
one of the wiser brothers explained 
that it wasn't goat it was sheep r 
disdainful C-man said: "Yeah wel 
now I know about that guy who coulc 
not tell the sheep from the goats 
He'd been catin' this stuff." 


A Widespread Problem 


CCC Director James J. McEntee's 


field investigators from the nine corps 
areas have just come to town and 
they tell me that few such whole- 
sale problems have bedevilled them as 
that of straightening out the CCC 
mess. It isn't a matter of isolated 
camps either. In one section around 
Medford 
Ore., there are 28 camps 


where the boys are 
predominantly 


from the South, The migration from 
the East has almost ceased since'na- 
tional defense got under way, but it 
was troublesome for awhile. On the 
other hand, even in camps where'the 
men are drawn 
from 
surrounding 


areas, there is a diet problem. Since 
the average enrollment of a CCC. boy 
is only six months and few ever stay 
more than a year, there is little time 
to wean them from accustomed diets. 


At an all-Negro camp in the South, 


the camp elected a spokesman to greet 
the^ investigator on ,,h(S ,next round 
and make a protest against the food. 
What the spokesman said was: "Boss, 
you've known me a long time. You 
know a lot of other boys here. What 
we want is side meat, turnip greens, 
and cornbread. And what we been 
gettin'? Lettuce leaves and pickled 
plums and such." 


On the West Coast, where fresh ve- 


getables are plentiful, the boys de- 
manded blackeyed peas, butter beans, 
sweet potatoes, rice grits and greens. 
They had to have hot bread—-corn- 
bread, hoe-cake and biscuits—three 
times a day. Celery, they called weeds; 
asparagus, 'sticks.' 


Seek Happy Medium 


.To get around this dilemma, the 
CCC has just taken as a dietary motto 
the reverse of those uppity words that 
started the French Revolution. Instead 
of saying, "Let 'em eat cake," the 
CCC says, "Let 'em eat what they 
want." They have found that almost 
all the boys found that almost all the 
boys everywhere are crazy about beef 
(steaks or roast), fried chicken, milk, 
ice cream and fresh fruit. Starting 
from there, they try to give them 
enough of what they 
want, 
plus 


enough of what they should have to 
keep them healthy, When growing 
boys are working most of their days 
in the open, that isn't an impossible 
task. 


Proof that they do win a convert 


to certain dishes now and then is 
found in a letter on file in the Presi- 
dio camp in California, It is from a 
mother in New York state. It is ad- 
dressed to the President of the Unit- 
ed States. It says: "Five years ago,

Succession Crops Boost 
Yield in Defense Garden 


OUT THE ENTIIU 


GAR.DE.N, LABEL THE ROWS 
AND 
PLANT ACCORDINGLY 


Getting the most food from a 


small plot of ground is a problem 
for most Defense Garden makers. 
Where unlimited space is available 
for a garden, every vegetable may 
be grown in its own particular sec- 
tion, but with limited space, early 
and late crops must be doubled up. 


Succession planting is the answer, 


and with a little investigation and 
planning on paper almost the entire 
gamut of garden edibles may be 
grown on a 20-foot square in one 
season. 


In general, do not follow root 


crops with root crops or plants of 
one family with members of the 
same family; for example, rad- 
ishes and turnips. Here are a few 
combinations that work out ex- 
cellently: 


Late peas followed by celery; 


early peas followed by late cabbage; 
early lettuce by summer squash; 
spinach, lettuce, and radishes by 
bush lima beans; early beets by 
string beans; early string beans by 


fall.beets; early carrots by endive 
or winter radishes; early onions 
from sets by kale; peas by turnips, 
or carrots. 


Tomatoes may be sot between the 


rows of peas to get started while 
the peas are reaching maturity, and 
then the vines are removed, leaving 
the entire space to the tomatoes. 
Cucumbers may bo planted for 
pickles after the early lettuce, rad- 
ishes, spinach and onions from sets 
are out of the way. 


Peppers and eggplants may go in 


after the earliest spinach and rad- 
ishes. 


These dual arrangements are the 


most important factors in drawing 
the plan for the vegetable garden. 
The small garden plan should be 
worked out carefully before the 
seed order is sent in. Now is the 
time to get it into shape, drawing 
it to scale and marking carefully 
the vegetables that are to follow 
the earliest crops to keep the-ground 
working until frost.

LONDON HXP)— What remains of 


once flourishing Plymouth was the 
target of Nazi raiders in a blistering 
four-hour assault Tuesday night— the 
fifth in eight nights which German 
planes have swarmed over the Chan- 
nel port— and the government ex- 
pressed fear that "a large number ol 
persons" may have been killed. 


Seven of the raiders were claimed 


by the British, however, in the over- 
night attacks on Britain— at least five 
of them over Plymouth.

The former method 
of distributing Surplus Foods to individuals will be discontinued. 
Families taking part in the Food Stamp Plan may purchase 
such food products as they need from their food merchants in 
the same manner as if they were using cash. The merchant will 
obtain all food products through normal trade channels. 


FOOD STAMPS 
nro issued in two colors: 
ORANGE 


AND BLUE. Each stamp is worth twenty-five cents. The 
United States Government gives Blue Stamps free with each 
purchase of Oranee Stamps. Food Stamps may be exchanged 
for food articles at any participating retail food store. 


ORANGE STAMPS 
may be used to buy any food pro- 


ducts taken home for human consumption. Food Stamps 
CANNOT bo used to purchase alcoholic beverages or tobacco, 
in any form, or for the purchase of household articles, such aa 
soap, starch, fuels, matches, mops, brooms, and other nonfood 
items, nor feed for livestock. Stamps cannot be used to pay for 
food eaten at the store. 


BLUE STAMPS 
can be used only to purchase farm 


products which the Secretary of Agriculture has designated as 
surplus. A list of the surplus commodities available with blue 
stamps will be provided for each particpiant at the time he buys 
stamps and will be mailed to participating retail food stores. 
The latest list of items must always be posted in participating 
retail food stores.

the Food Stamp Plan? 


Answer: Any householder living in Hempstead County who 


has been certified as receiving or eligible to receive public 
assistance by the Hempslead County Department of Public Wel- 
fare. These families include cases certified for: 


1. Old Age Assistance. 
2. Aid to the Blind. 
3. Aid to Dependent Children. 
4. WPA'(employed workers on a WPA project receiving 


security wages,) 


5. WPA-AA (awaiting assignment to a project.) 
6. Commodity Only (cases previously receiving surplus 


commodities only.)

Answer: Each eligible person will receive a letter from the 


Surplus Marketing Administration and the Department of 
Welfare.

Card will be issued to the client at that time.

Is each eligible person required to 


participate? 


Answer: No. Participation in the Stamp Plan is entirely 


voluntary. 


4. Question: What are the advantages of taking 


part in the Stamp Plan? 


Answer: You will be able to buy considerably more food by 


investing the money you are now spending for food in Orange 
Stamps. This will enable you to furnish your family more food 
and will give the advantage of better balanced diets for good 
health. 


5. Question: Are certified clients required to 


get their own Stamps? 


Answer: Yes. It is necessary that the person certified sign 


certain records before the first Stamps can be issued. 


6. Question: Will it be possible to authorize 


another person to get .Stamps after the first pur- 
chase is made? 


Answer: Certified clients may designate a member of the 


family or a friend to act as agent if absolutely necessary. The 
Identification Card must be signed by the person to whom it is 
issued and. must be presented by the agent designated. RETAIL 
FOOD MERCHANTS, THEIR EMPLOYEES, OR EMPLOYEES 
OF THE ISSUING OFFICE CANNOT ACT AS AGENTS; 
Authorization of agent forms can be secured at the Food Stamp

Answer: Bring your notification letter to the Stamp Issuing 


Office and enough cash to buy your Orange Stamps.

Answer: You may receive your Stamps at the Stamp 


Issuing Office, Elks Building, Hope, Arkansas. 


9. Question: How are Stamps used? 
Answer: Take the Stamp book to your retail food merchant, 


purchase the products desired and give the merchant the 
correct number and color Food Stamps. Orange Stamps can be 
used only to purchase food articles for human consumption in 
the homes, and Blue Stamps can be used only to purchase 
articles on the surplus commodities lis{. Stamps must be 
removed from the book in the presence of the food merchant 
at the time the food is delivered. Stamps must be kept and 
used by the family to whom they were issued. 


10. Question: What is done with empty book 


covers? 


Answer: The covers must be returned to the Food Stamp 


Issuing Office where they were purchased before additional 
books can be obtained. This will be true of all book covers 
except those received the last time. For example, your Stamp 
book cover for the first period must be returned before you 
can obtain Stomps for the third period. Your book cover for 
the second period must be returned before, you can obtain 
Stamps for the fourth period.

"Rural Mail Box Improvement Week," 
Hope Postmaster Robert M. Wilson 
said Wednesday.

"Unsightly rural mail boxes detract
